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New Royal Borough taskforce cracks down on rogue landlords - p3

THREE of Woolwich’s outdated 
estates are set to be flattened - and 
more than 1,600 brand new homes 
built in their place. 

The borough’s Planning Board agreed to 
grant outline planning permission to the 
schemes when it met last Tuesday. 

The Connaught Estate will have 684 
homes on land south of Sandy Hill Lane 
and west of Brookhill Road. Included in 
the plans are parking spaces and a public 
open space. 

Morris Walk Estate, north of Pett Street, 
is due to get up to 304 new homes, which 
will also have parking and open spaces. 
Meanwhile, the part of the estate south of 
Maryon Road is expected to have 462 new 
homes, also with open space and parking. 

On Maryon Road and the Grove Estate, 
there are plans for 165 new homes, plus car 
parking and other infrastructure. 

Cllr Steve Offord, the royal borough’s 
cabinet member for housing, said: “There 
is an unprecedented demand for homes 
in the borough, and once they have been 
finally agreed our plans will go a long 
way to meeting the challenge we face to 
provide more housing. 

“These developments will also create 
hundreds of jobs in construction which 
will provide jobs and skills opportunities 
for local people.”

• A council spokesman said: "Thank you for 
your letter. Major investment is taking place 
across the royal borough and, over the past 
1 5 years, the council has overseen one of 
the largest regeneration programmes in the 
country, including the £1 billion regeneration 
project at Kidbrooke Park. In 201 2 this was 
underpinned by the development 
of masterplans for Woolwich, 
Eltham, Charlton Riverside and 
Greenwich Peninsula which set out 
the scale and scope of the council's 
ambitions for each area and which 
will help attract further public and 
private investment. 

In your area a number of schools 
have been rebuilt including Thomas 
Tallis school and other schools 
including Wingfield primary are due 
to be rebuilt in the next two years. 
There has also been a significant 
investment in our libraries 
including a total refurbishment 
of Blackheath library which has 
recently seen further investment in 
new computers and books. 

In recent weeks, planning consent 
has been granted for a number 
of major housing schemes 
across the borough and further 
planning applications are due to 
be considered for a new cinema/ 
restaurant complex in Eltham and 
new indoor multi-sport centre in 
Sutcliffe Park. This is in addition to 
the recent complete refurbishment 
and upgrade of Cutty Sark 
Gardens in Greenwich and plans 
are currently being developed to 
improve Eltham Town Centre and 
areas around the new Crossrail 
Station in Abbey Wood. The council 
strives hard to make the whole 
of the royal borough a cleaner, 
greener safer place to live, work, 
learn and visit.

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No shelter 
for rogue 
landlords 


THE Royal Borough has launched a 
specialist enforcement team to crack 
down on rogue private landlords 
who are profiteering from letting 
unregulated, sub standard and often 
dangerous properties. 

Hundreds of properties are being targeted 
including houses with multiple occupants, 
unregulated or illegal hostels and other 
properties which may be poorly managed 
and in a bad condition. 

The team is working in partnership with 
the Fire Service, police, Her Majesty’s 
Revenue and Customs and the UK Border 
Agency. 

The enforcement team is currently 
undertaking almost 500 investigations while 
300 health and safety assessments have been 
completed and intelligence officers have 
also assessed more than 500 properties. 

More than 50 improvement notices have 
been served, alongside notices for a range 
of offences including hazard awareness, 
over-crowding and prohibition notices with 
property owners and mangers facing serious 
legal penalties 

Over 50 people were found to be occupying 
an illegal hostel which was closed down 
when serious fire hazards and overcrowding 
was found. 

One major concern is the number of 
properties lacking basic fire safety measures 
such as smoke alarms or working fire doors 
in addition to overcrowded properties which 


create serious dangers in the event of fire. 

Speaking as the London Fire Brigade 
launched its ‘Know the plan’ fire safety 
campaign, fire brigade borough commander, 
Bob Selby said: “Landlords are responsible 
for keeping their property safe from fire and 
ensuring everyone can evacuate should a 
fire occur. This project enables all partner 
agencies to more easily locate buildings at 
greatest risk and where necessary, apply 
combined enforcement powers to improve 
the safety of tenants.” 

The royal borough is offering advice and 
guidance to private landlords who are willing 
to make the necessary improvements. 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, the borough’s 
cabinet member for community safety 
said: “Looking at the cases discovered so 
far, it’s clear that some rogue landlords 
are operating without any sense of 
professionalism or duty of care. They are 
also collecting rents or benefit payments for 
properties they would never dream of living 
in themselves. We will take the strongest 
action against those landlords who do not 
improve their properties and practices. To 
those landlords who recognise they need 
to improve, we will provide the support and 
expertise to help their businesses grow in a 
responsible and professional manner.”

Planners set to 
consider major 
regen projects 


GREENWICH Council’s 
planning board is set to 
decide whether to approve 
plans for major projects 
in the royal borough of 
Greenwich when it meets 
tomorrow (Wed April 9). 

The board will make a 
decision on whether to turn a 
council-owned site on Eltham 
High Street into a cinema, and 
grant planning permission 
for a the construction of 
a new indoor multi-sports 
centre in Sutcliffe Park. 

If approved, Eltham would 
see a new six screen cinema 
and two new restaurants 
developed on the site of the 
old Co-op department store. 

The building sits at the heart 
of Eltham Town Centre and 
is the focus of proposals to 
stimulate the local high street 
economy by encouraging 
more residents and visitors to 
the town during the evening. 

Should planning permission 


be given for the proposals, 
Sutcliffe Park’s existing 
facilities would be enhanced 
by the creation of a new 
modern indoor centre catering 
for a variety of sports. The 
development would be part 
of the council’s Olympic 
Legacy and would provide 
a much needed specialist 
sporting facility in the area. 

Tomorrow’s Planning 

Board meeting will also 
see a decision made on the 
construction of an additional 
storey and new front extension 
at Borough Hall on Royal Hill 
in Greenwich. If given the go- 
ahead Borough Hall will see 
repairs and improvements 
made to the building’s 
interior and exterior, as 
well as general repairs, 
new foyers dance studios 
and performances spaces.

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Factory revamp 
given go-ahead

PLANS to revamp a major factory 
at Greenwich Peninsula have been 
approved, securing up to 400 jobs. 

The royal borough’s planning board 
members approved proposals last Tuesday 
to upgrade the Alcatel-Lucent factory on 
the west side of the peninsula. 

The development also includes plans for 
nearly 300 new homes and new open spaces 
and will create a number of additional new 
local jobs while construction takes place. 

Greenwich Peninsula has a rich industrial 
heritage and is undergoing a major 
regeneration, with the area being one of 
the most exciting destinations in London. 

It’s already home to the world’s most 
successful entertainment venue - The 02 
- and a growing digital industry and plans 
have also been approved for London’s first 
cruise terminal at a site close to the Alcatel 
Lucent development. 

The approved proposals for the Alcatel 
site include 272 new homes, 15 per cent of 
which will be affordable and a number of 
which will be suitable for families. 

A new play park and attractive new open 
spaces also feature in the development. 

The development contributes to the 
overall regeneration of Greenwich 
Peninsula which has been transformed in 
recent years as part of the council’s long- 
term vision for the area. 

Greenwich Peninsula is one of four 
locations in the borough with an approved 
masterplan, having been identified as 
an area with significant potential for 
growth which can stimulate the borough’s 
economy as a whole. 

In total, more than £6 billion is being 
invested in Greenwich Peninsula over a 
number of years, providing thousands of 
new homes, new commercial space and 


new community facilities and schools. 

Having been approved by planning board, 
the plans are now subject to approval by 
the Mayor of London. 

Cllr Ray Walker, chair of the council’s 
planning board, said: “This is an exciting 
development for the Peninsula. We’re 
proud of the industrial heritage of the area 
and the important role sites like this play in 
our riverside industries. 

“If also approved by the Mayor of London, 


these plans will provide a major revamp for 
the area, upgrade the factory meaning we 
keep a number of local jobs in the area and 
we will see more quality new homes built 
at the Peninsula. 

“It’s great to see the development of the 
area as a whole coming to fruition - we’ve 
worked hard for many years to secure 
the transformation of what was a former 
contaminated derelict gas works - and is 
now a key site for the capital as a whole.”

£10m housing upgrade 
for south of the borough 


REPLACING roofs is the 
latest stage in a £1 0m home 
improvement scheme to 
houses in the south of the 
borough. 

Works are underway or soon 
to commence to properties in 
Well Hall Road, Blann Close, 
Horn Park and the Page 
Estates in Eltham. 

There will also be new 
windows, front doors, and 
fire safety works on a range 
of properties including the 
Strongbow, Pippenhall, Avery 
Hill and Coldharbour Estates.

These 
improvements are the latest 
in our ongoing programme 
of housing improvements 
which are designed to 
ensure our housing stock is 
warm, wind and watertight 
and energy efficient. We 
have been working closely 
with residents groups and 
tenant reps to learn what 
their priorities are and the 
feedback has been very 
encouraging." 
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ABOUT 200 young people turned out 
to the launch of Woolwich United, a 
project set up to encourage unity in 
the community through sport. 

The new multi-sport programme, 
launched at the Waterfront Leisure 
Centre, Woolwich, will use sport to 
bring people together in some of the 
most deprived areas of south-east 
London. 

Run by Charlton Athletic Community 
Trust (CACT), the project was the only 
London one to gain funding from the 
Department for Communities and Local 
Government, working in partnership 
with Sport England. 

Four areas will share £364,000 over 
two years to help get 20,000 people to 
participate in sport and exercise. 

CACT’s partners include the royal 
borough, Greenwich Leisure Limited 
and local sports clubs and voluntary 
sector organisations.

Residents will have the chance to 
do seven sports, athletics, basketball, 
cricket, dance, football, sailing and 
tag rugby.

Cllr Peter Kotz, cabinet member for 
culture and creative industries, said: 
“There are a great many different 
cultures in our community. This project 
is an excellent way of bringing people 
from different backgrounds together 
when they otherwise might not have 


met, then using the bonds built through 
sport to break down social barriers, 
with the idea of bringing communities 
together in different ways.”

PARALYMPIC swimmer and world 
champion Susie Rodgers helped 
celebrate the relaunch of Charlton 
Lido & Lifestyle Club at the end of last 
month.

Leisure and library inter-linked 


THE first phase of a refurbishment project 
at Thamesmere Leisure Centre and Claude 
Ramsey Library has been completed. 

Visitors will now benefit from greater 
link-up between the leisure centre and the 
library in the same building.

Council-run support courses help 
patients cope with long-term illness 


by Dan Stephens 

PEOPLE with long-term health 
issues can get tailor-made support 
to help them manage their illness 
from the Greenwich Expert Patients 
Programme. 

It’s a chance for them and their carers to 
develop the skills and confidence to deal 
with their conditions on a day -today basis 
and improve their quality of life. 

The programme, which is funded by 
Greenwich Council, provides free self- 
management courses for anybody living 
with a long-term health condition, as well 
as the people who care for them. 

Courses typically run over six weeks, 
structured as a two-and-a-half hour 
session each week and aim to help 
participants take control of their 
health, work effectively with healthcare 
professionals and make the best use of all 
available resources in order to improve 
their quality of life. 

Charlton mum-of-three Suzanne 
Simpson signed up three years ago in 
order to receive support as a carer for her 


17-year-old son Sam, who suffers from 
Haemophilia A - a condition that affects 
the blood’s ability to clot. When Sam was 
14, she joined a EPP ‘Supporting Parents’ 
course aimed at the parents of children 
with a long-term condition. 

She told GT: “I had heard about the EPP 
courses a couple of years before and even 
spoke to a member of the EPP team, but 
kept putting it off. It was the reminder 
emails from the EPP service which finally 
spurred me on to sign up, and I wish I had 
signed up earlier!” 

She added: “Before sessions I felt very 
down and wanted something to support 
me whilst caring for Sam. It was brilliant 
to hear it from someone else and be 
reassured that what I was feeling was 
completely normal,” said Suzanne who 
went to become a EPP tutor herself. 
She added: “I never knew I had it in 
me! Without this I would just be sitting 


indoors feeling sorry for myself, but it has 
completely changed my life, boosted my 
confidence and made me more positive!” 

Suzanne who also does outreach work 
in the community, added: “The best thing 
about being a tutor is the satisfaction of 
knowing you’re helping people and seeing 
the changes it has made to their lives, like 
it did for mine.” 

The next series of courses begin in May 
and run until July at locations across the 
borough. They include several different 
courses to help with things like persistent 
pain, mental health conditions, parents’ 
courses and carers’ courses as well as 
courses for people who are living with a 
long term condition themselves.

People on the Housing register are able to bid for all properties, 
regardless of their banding. You must be eligible for the size of 
property and bids will be considered in the following order: 

First Band A, followed by Band B both in priority date order.

Mayor's team among residents set for 
one of amateur sport's toughest tests

YOU might expect people who work in 
sports administration to be active. 

But Mark Gliddon and Paralympian Ben 
Quilter are taking on one of the toughest 
events of the sporting calendar this 
weekend - the London Marathon. 

The pair work for Greenwich Leisure 
Limited, based in Woolwich, which runs the 
royal borough’s leisure services. 

Mark is one of several members in the 
Mayor of Greenwich’s team, whose runners 
will split their sponsorship money between 
Barnado’s children’s charity and the 
Prince’s Trust, which Cllr Angela Cornforth 
chose as her causes for her year in office. 

“I’m running because I’ve always wanted 
to do it and I had the opportunity to apply 
for one of the Mayor’s funded places,” said 
Mark. “I work for GLL so I had that direct 
link to Greenwich and the two charities 
were something I wanted to support.” 

He hopes to raise £500. 


Mark’s GLL colleague Ben is used to 
intensive training, having competed for 
years in judo, culminating in winning a 
bronze at the London Paralympics. 

For the disability sport officer, who is 
visually impaired, it will be his second 
marathon in eight days after running the 
Brighton one.
